A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 
(e) The invention was described in (1) an 
application for patent, published under 
Section 122 (b) , by another filed in the 
United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted 
on an application for patent by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by 
the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the 
treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have 
the effects for purposes of this subsection 
of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application 
designated the United States and was 
published under Article 21(2) of such treaty 
in the English language. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Araki et al . , U.S. Patent 5,986,150. 

Reference to Araki et al . specifically teaches polymers 
of the monomers of Formula 2 . Since the claims read on 
homopolymers and homopolymers were elected, the polymers of 
Formula 2 monomers read on the claims, and anticipate the claims. 



2. Claims 6-8 are allowed. The prior art does not teach 
the required combination of monomers as represented by the 

formulae of claim 6 and dependent claims 7 and 8 .
